MICROSOFT HANDHELD 
RUMOURS GATHER PACE 


ccording to reliable industry 
А sources, Microsoft is developing 

a handheld multimedia device to 
rival the Apple iPod and possibly the 
PSP. Microsoft's Robbie Bach has been 
having secret meetings with numerous 
music industry partners to discuss the 
proposed system. 

Bach, who oversaw the launch of the 

Xbox and Xbox 360, has been tasked

with making Microsoft's music and 
entertainment arm a more effective 
global player. 

This follows a claim by journalist Dean 
Takahashi in his book The Xbox 360 
Uncloaked that Microsoft is working on a 
handheld device within the Xbox division, 
with Corporate Vice President J Allard 
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leading the project. Takahashi claims that 
around half of the Xbox 360 hardware team 
is working on the new machine which is 
planned to be released halfway through the 
Xbox 360's lifespan. This ties in with a 
report by analyst firm The Diffusion Group 
which forecasts that Microsoft will join the 
portable gaming market by 2008. 

Rumours of a Microsoft handheld 
console have been circulating for several 
years. The firm was apparently working on 
such a device, codenamed "Xboy', following 
the launch of the original Xbox. However, 
the project was said to have been ditched 
before prototype systems were created. 
Back in 2003, Microsoft Vice President Peter 
Moore was dismissive of handheld gaming, 
calling it "a very solitary, time-killing 
activity." Perhaps with advances in wireless 
technology to enable social gaming, and 
the success of the PSP and DS, Microsoft 
has had a change of heart. 

Chairman Bill Gates recently hinted at a 
move into the handheld market at the D: All 
Things Digital conference in Carlsbad, 
California. When questioned about a 


possible portable media device, he 
commented, "We are looking at various 
ways to bring more to that space. There is a 
lot yet that hasn't been done." 

Whether the proposed Microsoft 
handheld will be aimed directly at the 
games market is yet to be confirmed, 
however. Many industry insiders are 
suggesting that it will be a media-based 
product that will work alongside an Xbox 
360 or standard PC to download music, 
music videos, TV shows and movies, 
coupled with a game-playing capability. A 
video and music player capable of playing 
games is something that would fit well with 
Microsoft's overall home entertainment 
strategy and the firm could even sell the 
downloads directly by creating its own 
iTunes-style online entertainment store. 

Indeed, marketing the new 'Xboy' as a 
games device might be a sneaky way of 
circumventing strict US anti-trust laws aimed 
at preventing monopolies. For Microsoft to 
release its own music player tied to its own 
online music store would surely invite an 
official investigation. However, if it released

A well-known website 
had claimed that Sony was having trouble 
fitting the various PS3 components into the 
console case without the risk of overheating. 

Sony's Jonathan Fargher commented, "The 
PS3 downgrade story is categorically not true. 
Developers have been working with PS3 dev 
kits for anywhere between eight and 12 
months, and to suggest that we'd now take the 
decision to downgrade the hardware at such a 
late stage, is, well, ridiculous. Worse still is the 
suggestion that we couldn't fit all the technical 
components into a plastic box. Granted, whilst 
all products are not perfect, we do have over 40 
years of experience making consumer 
electronics equipment, and therefore, 
extensive experience in making things fit - 
PSone and Slimline PS2 being just two 
examples of that." 

Meanwhile top developers working on PS3 
titles have spoken out to deny rumours about 
problems with the PS3's Cell and RSX 
hardware, calling them "misleading and 
uninformed." A technology website had 
reported that the PS3 was "slow and broken" 
and that the Cell processor had been 
"hobbled" by slow memory access. It also 
mentioned that the PS3's RSX graphics unit 
had a slower triangle setup rate than the Xbox 
360. However, the developers say that the 
latter is a meaningless measurement of 
performance, while the slow memory access 
assertion was based on a miscomprehension of 
the technical data revealed at Sony's 
Devstation event for PS3 developers. 

More good news: PS3 owners won't have to 
pay for basic online services. Sony Computer 
Entertainment president Ken Kutaragi 
commented, "You can't charge money for 
network matching and other basic services. 
These things are just taken for granted on the

London head teacher is confiscating 

unruly pupils' consoles, computers and 

TV from their bedrooms in a bid to 
improve their behaviour at school 

Duncan Harper, of New Woodlands School 
in Lewisham, said that that stopping 
computer and TV use at night had made a 
real difference and that standards had risen. 

Equipment has been confiscated from 
nine pupils in four years. With the permission 
of the parents, Mr Harper entered the houses 
of pupils who were arriving tired and irritable 
every morning. If the pupil's behaviour has 
improved after a few weeks, their equipment 
is returned. However, one pupil who had his 
television confiscated noticed an 
improvement in his own behaviour and 
decided he no longer wanted it back. 

Mr Harper commented that the 
confiscations damaged the 'street cred' of the 
pupils using consoles and computers in their 
rooms: "When we turn up they are usually 
absolutely gobsmacked. They are quite taken 
aback, as like lots of kids they might think

adults don't mean what they say." 

Mayor Steve Bullock supports the unusual 
method, commenting, "When | was a kid, a 
message home to my parents would have 
had me quaking in my boots. The kids these 
days have so many temptations to use 
electronic equipment that they need more - 
not less - guidance." 

New Woodlands deals with primary-age 
children excluded from mainstream schools 
in the area because of behavioural problems 
and was recently rated 'outstanding' in all 
areas by Ofsted. 

A poll of 3,000 school children by the 
British Dietetic Association found they spent 
a fifth of their time - or 2.5 months a year - on 
average playing video games, watching TV 
and using computers. The Basic Skills 
Agency has also warned that too much 
television and a lack of family meals are 
damaging children's conversational ability 
and that some four-year-olds threw tantrums 
in class because they could not 
communicate in any other way.

First PSP word puzzle game 


Crave Entertainment has released 
Puzzle Challenge: Crosswords and 
More!, a compilation of over 1,000 
crosswords, word searches and 
other puzzles for the PSP and PS2 - 
the first such game for either 
system in the US. 

It's kind of like having a whole 
library of Puzzler magazines to hand 
- and you don't even need a pencil. 

There are standard crosswords of 
varying difficulty, tricky cryptic ones, 
diamond-shaped ones and even 
backwards puzzles. Word searches 
come in standard and themed 
varieties on grids of varying sizes. 

It also allows multiple user profiles 
so that different members of the 
household can play. 
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Now the changes have come into 
effect, the big surprise is how the 
games have been split between the 
D and Z ratings. Previous CERO 18 
titles including bloodthirsty 
offerings like God of War and 
Resident Evil 4 (or Biohazard 4 as it 
is known in Japan) have been 
downgraded to a D, meaning any 
17-year-old can now head to their 
local games store and pick up a 
copy. However, if they want to buy 
The Getaway, Killerz or the GTA 
games, they will have to wait until 
their 18th birthday. 


SLEEPLESS IN SEATTLE 
Top video-gaming cities revealed 


Seattle has been announced as the 
'top video gaming city' in the United 
States, according to a survey by the 
Sperling's BestPlaces website. 
Previously the city has been best 
known as the birthplace of grunge 
music and Starbucks coffee and, of 
course, the setting for Frasier. 

"The large amount of games played 
on Xbox Live and the high number of 
video games owned put Seattle at the 
top of list, clearly the survey confirms 
that games are sweeping the US," said 
Bert Sperling, founder of Sperling's 
BestPlaces. 

The survey was based on the 
number of video game systems per 
household, games purchased/rented, 
and frequency of online play. Second 
in the list of top gaming cities was 
Minneapolis-St Paul. 

It was also discovered that the 
average age of a gamer is 30, and that 
19% of gamers are over 50. Even more 
revealing is that 5596 of players are 
male and 4396 female - erm, what 
about the other 296? 


LOUISIANA PURCHASE BAN 
Wacky American Laws: Part Four 


The Louisiana Senate has passed a 
bill to restrict the sale of violent video 
games. Co-authored by Rep Roy Burrell 
and infamous campaigner Jack 
Thompson, the bill makes it illegal to 
sell or rent out a game to a minor if it 
meets three conditions: 1) an average 
person would consider it "appeals to 
the minor's morbid interested in 
violence"; 2) it "depicts violence in a 
manner patently offensive to 
prevailing standards"; and 3) it "lacks 
serious literary, artistic, political or 
scientific value for minors". Anyone 
breaking the law faces a fine of up to 
$2,000 or 12 months in prison. 

In response, ESA have filed a law 
suit against the state in an attempt to 
overturn the bill. ESA president Doug 
Lowenstein commented, "Six courts in 
five years have struck down similar 
laws, ruling that they were 
unconstitutional and rejecting the 
unpersuasive claims made by states 
that violent video games cause 
aggression."

The Bricks Are Strong

To find out more about the development of LEGO Star Wars II, PURE 
spoke to David Perkinson (Producer, LucasArts) and Jonathan 
Smith (Director, TT Games). 


PURE: Why do think 
LEGO and Star Wars 
work so well together? 


David Perkinson: | 
think a lot of it has to 
do with how old of a gamer you are. Obviously, the 
LEGO aspect of it all particularly appeals to younger 
gamers, and Star Wars is also very popular with 
them. However, our research shows that just as 
many older gamers enjoyed the original LEGO Star 
Wars. | think nostalgia is a big part of that, as most 
of our childhoods involved both LEGO and Star 
Wars. Whatever the case, they’re both combined in 
a fundamentally fun and great game, and that’s 
something any gamer is interested in playing. It’s 
also really funny! Who doesn’t love to laugh? 


PURE: You seem to have aimed to make the game 
as customisable as possible? 


Jonathan Smith: That’s completely central to the 
idea of a LEGO game — something that you can 
transform to your own design. So, yes, we give 
you a totally flexible character-building system in 
LEGO Star Wars 11, with new elements unlockable 
as you progress to give billions of possible 
designs. Vehicle building is a little different here; 
you're constructing these craft to authentic Star 
Wars designs rather than creating your own 
customised ships. That's a direction we'll be 
taking further for future LEGO games. 


PURE: Did this make level and puzzle design 
trickier? 


DP: On the contrary, factors like the amount of 
customisation and our new approach to vehicles 
have only added to our options for puzzle design. 
There are times when you absolutely need to ride a 
vehicle or creature in order to advance or to reach 
otherwise impossible-to-get-to areas. 


PURE: Was it difficult to create Al that adapts to the 
player's skill level? 


JS: Because it's something we planned from 
the start, and because our core systems are 
quite straightforward, it wasn't too tough for 
us on this game. We've had much harder 
challenges elsewhere! 


PURE: Why does the DS version offer a four-player 
mode while the PSP only has two-player? 


JS: Both the DS and PSP games offer two-player co- 
op play throughout all the Story levels, and in our 
Free Play mode. We had such a great response to 
the co-op features of the first LEGO Star Wars game, 
it’s something we really wanted to incorporate into 
these new handheld titles. Then we gave the 
individual teams the opportunity to create some 
extra stuff on each of the platforms — and the DS 
team at Amaze chose to work on a four-player 
competitive Arena mode, while the PSP team at 
Traveller's Tales were able to make use of the level 
and character data we created for the original LEGO 
Star Wars game to build in some bonus levels and 
characters from that earlier game, along with a new 
Challenge mode. 


PURE: Did you think about adding an option for 
online play? 


DP: Of course we thought about online play, but 
there were a couple of reasons we decided against 
it. For one thing, we did quite a bit of research, 
which suggested this is the type of game where 


only a small percentage of gamers would actually 
utilise online compatibility. Tied to this, we'd 
rather allocate the resources it takes to ensure a 
flawless online experience toward making our 
offline game even better, which benefits more 
people. By doing so, we're able to add a lot more 
gags and great puzzles that probably wouldn't be 
there if we had focused that energy toward online. 


PURE: Is it more fun working on a game based on 
the original movie trilogy? Which are your 
favourite characters? 


JS: Working on the last game, it was incredibly 
exciting and fun to be working on material from 
Episode Ill before the movie was released. But as 
Star Wars fans, we obviously have huge affection 
for the characters of the Original Trilogy — for the 
great ships and aliens, and the cool battles. Those 
are the movies we grew up with — so we naturally 


have strong feelings for them. In terms of favourite 
characters, | do have a huge amount of sympathy 
for Grand Moff Tarkin. 


PURE: Can you tell us about some of your favourite 
movie moments that have been re-created? 


JS: Oh, they're all in there. The first sight of the AT- 
AT walkers in the battle of Hoth, the X-wings 
wheeling down on to the first Death Star, the 
cockpit of the Millennium Falcon as Han tries and 
fails to reach light speed... We've got it all! 


PURE: Finally, can players still pay a visit to the 
Star Wars disco? 


DP: We've decided to take things a little easier this 
time. How does a Star Wars hot tub sound to you?

some real power behind them. At 
first they may seem rather ungainly 
and slow moving, but successful 
matches yield development points 
that can be spent at the gym on 
new moves, fighting styles and, 
perhaps best of all, upgrading the 
abilities of your existing skills to 
make your character faster, leaner 
and more powerful as the game 
progresses. But all that muscle and 
skill isn't going to gain you all the 
respect you need. In short, it's no 
good being able to hit like a pimp if 
you can't look like one too.

ollowing the release of

world was treated to its 

first look at the mad Jap 
curiosity that is LocoRoco, courtesy 
of an officially released level 
download. Much head scratching 
and cries of “just one more go” were 
soon to follow. 

The colourful and, frankly, slightly 
mental 2D platformer is pretty much 
what we've come to expect from the 
Japanese market. Set within the once 
peaceful, mellow and wacky world of 
the cute and squishy LocoRoco, 
players must defend their poor little 
pals from the attack of evil outer- 
space creatures known as the Moja 
Corps.

Looking like a classic SNES game, 
the graphics have a true retro feel to 
them with colourful locations and 
plenty of detail.

Right before 
you get to the cave, slide down the hole and 
crush the rocks, then dash over to the platform to 
pick up the vital tank.

Location: After you have acquired the Leg Parts,

NOTE: The PSP Video 9 Program will 
only read the following files types, so 


make sure your source video is in one 
of these formats.

Step 1: After choosing ‘Convert’ from 
the menu on the left hand side you 
will be presented with a new screen. 
Select the ‘Transcode New Video’ 
button from the upper portion of 
this new window. This will bring 
prompt you to select the source file. 
Select your chosen file from your PC.

Step 3: Use the box below the ‘Title’ 
you just completed to select your 
video quality see main feature to 
decide the quality you require. Once 
you have set your quality its time to 
click 'Start' and sit back and let the 
program do its job. NOTE: Don't be 
alarmed if the progress bar appears 
to do nothing, this is normal. 


Step 2: With your source clip loaded, 
you will need to enter a file name in 
the ‘Title’ box below the ‘Edit 
Transcoding Job’ on the right hand 
side of your screen. Be aware that 
this is the title that the file will be 
known as in your PSP and cannot be 
changed once the file is complete. 


Step 4: Once the conversion is 
complete, select ‘Copy’ from the left 
hand menu.

More bang for your buck 


The quality of the video you see is 
roughly proportional to the size of 
the file in question, which is 
determined by a number of 
factors. For example, the more 
frames per second, the more data 
needs to be stored. PSP9 comes 
with several preset profiles to 
choose from, and these will 
suffice for most users. 


Firmware 2.00 and higher 
If you have a Firmware version that 
starts with the prefix 2.-, you will 
want to select 'AVC/320x240/ 
29.97fps/ QB30 Stereo/128kbps' 
which will produce files that are 
about 1 MB in size for two minutes 
of play time. 

If free space on your memory 
stick is not an issue, you can use 
the better quality 'AVC/320x240/ 
29.97fps/QB23 Stereo/128kbps' 
setting, which is about 1.5 MB for 
every minute. 

For Widescreen Material: 
'AVC/368x208/29.97fps/256kbps 
Stereo/96kbps' will give 2.5 MB per 
minute. 

"AVC/368x208/29.97fps/384kbp 
s Stereo/96kbps" will give better 
quality at 3.5 MB. 


Less than Firmware 2.00 
People with an older firmware than 
version 2.00 can only use SP 
(Simple Profile) encoding, which is 
more flexible, but offers a poorer 
compromise between quality and 
file size than the AVC profiles. 
'SP/320*240/29.97fps /QB4 
Stereo/96kbp' is the recommended 
setting, giving in the region of 1.2 
MB per minute. 

For widescreen material: 

The 'SP/Anime (o -2h)' profile is 
best suited for TV shows, and will 
use about 3.5 MB per minute, 
although the (2.5-3h) profile will 
only use 2.5 MB. For movies, the 
'SP/Movie (o - 2h)' profile uses 
3.7MB per minute. 

As 4:3 ratio images can be 
automatically scaled to 16:9 using the 
video playback system on the PSP, 
using native widescreen transcoding is 
not usually necessary. 


If you check the Profile Picker tab in 
PSP Video 9's setup menu, there is 
a tool for working out the memory 
size required by each profile. 

Under the 'Profiles' tab, you can 
manually configure a custom profile. 
It gives you a whole heap of options 
to choose from, including AVC or SP 
encoding, Continuous or Variable bit 
rates, frame rate, audio bitrate, etc.

A s noted in last issue's 
feature about the decline 
of the UMD format, the supply 
of new movie and music 
releases has recently been reduced to a 
trickle. So much so that this month we 
have only one new music UMD, Depeche 
Mode's Playing the Angel, to review. 
However, upon searching through the 
PURE archives, we discovered that there 
were a few music UMDs that had 
somehow slipped through our net. So 


this month we're taking a look at some of 


these, including the excellent INXS Live 
Baby Live containing the band's classic 
1991 concert at Wembley stadium. We've 
also introduced the UMD music buyer's 
bible, with scores for all the music UMDs 
we've reviewed previously. 

One thing we've noticed from it is the 
lack of variety in music genres on UMD. 
Certain bands, such as Goldfrapp and 
Depeche Mode, have really embraced the 
format, but there's still some way to go 
until the UMD range represents the 
diversity of music tastes covered on DVD. 

The good news is that more new UMD 
music releases are due later this year. 
And why not? Thinking about it, the UMD 
format is more suited to music than 
movies, since most PSP owners on the 
move will want to dip in and out of UMDs 
for a few minutes at a time rather than 
watch a two-hour-long film. At the right 
price point, music UMDs should prove 
very popular. So come on record 
companies: all we are saying is give 
UMDs a chance. Phil King

MUSIC FANS CAN COPY OWN TRACKS 


BPI okays personal use 


K music fans who copy their own CD 

tracks to PCs or MP3 players no longer 

face the threat of prosecution. Peter 
Jamieson, Chairman of the British Phonographic 
Industry, has stated that consumers will only be 
breaking the law if they make copies of songs 
for other people. 

Although the music industry has previously 
turned a blind eye to home copying and 
concentrated on commercial piracy, currently 
anyone copying music to portable devices, 
including the PSP, is breaking the copyright laws. 

Addressing the House of Commons select 


Jamieson said he wanted to “make it 
unequivocally clear to the consumer that if they 
copy their CDs for their own private use in order 
to move the music from format to format, we will 
not pursue them.” 

He also called for Apple to open up iTunes to 
make it compatible with the technology of other 
manufacturers rather than just the iPod. The 
DRM protection on downloaded iTunes files 
makes them incompatible with standard MP3 
players, including the PSP. Apart from using 
special conversion software, the only way round 
this is to burn the songs to a CD, then reimport

There were no samplers or 
sequencers in those days, so they 
had to record sound effects on 
quarter-inch tape and use hand 
signals to trigger these at the right 
time in the performance. 

As with the other Classic Album 
UMDs, repeat viewings may have 
limited appeal, but it’s a top-notch 
documentary.

Vital tools for your 


With the PSP already living in 
your pocket, it would be a 
criminal waste not to cram your 
memory stick with MP3s when 
it’s so easy.

To get your CDs converted to mp3 
tunes, we recommend you use your 
PC to download the iTunes software 
from www.apple.com/itunes/ 
download/ to your PC or Apple Mac. 

Run the file from the folder you 
downloaded it to, and proceed 
with the installation process as 
advised onscreen. 

Once the software is installed 
and running, go to ‘Edit’ then 
‘Preferences’.

PURE tests out Sony's new LocationFree TV system and provides a step-by- 
step guide to setting it up to watch TV on your PSP, at home and away.

e all know that the PSP is a 
superb portable device to 
take on holidays and other 


trips. No matter how dull the 
surroundings, you can keep yourself 
entertained by playing games, 
listening to music and watching 
movies. But say you’re in a foreign 
country and you'd like to watch a bit 
of telly. Yes, the local TV can be quite 
a novelty with some weird shows (for 
example, Italian Deal Or No Deal with 
a piglet as a booby prize), but you 
probably won't be able to 
understand the lingo. If only there 
was some way of tuning into British 
TV to catch up on your favourite 
soaps, watch Premier League footy 
and keep up with all the news back 
home. Well now there is. 

The boffins at Sony Electronics 
have come up with an ingenious box 
of tricks called LocationFree. This 


clever little device can be connected 
to two video sources (set-top box, 
DVD player, HDD recorder etc) and 
will stream the video signal to the 
internet where, via a WiFi hotspot, 
you can then watch it on either a PSP 
or laptop PC. You can also use 
LocationFree to transmit video to 
your PSP or PC wirelessly in the 
home - great for watching TV or 
DVDs in bed or in the garden. 

All sounds a bit complicated? Well 
worry not, as the compact 
LocationFree Base Station takes care 
of all the technical nitty gritty for you. 
It really is incredibly easy to set up. 
First, connect one or two video 
sources via the standard composite 
video and audio inputs on the Base 
Station's rear — unlike the North 
American version, the European 
model doesn't have an RF input for 
analogue TV signals. Then you just 


need to register your PSP or laptop 
PC with the Base Station: a quick an 
easy process via wireless connection. 
For the PSP, this involves starting its 
LocationFree Player (you'll need 
firmware v2.70 or later) and pressing 
a button on the back of the Base 
Station. A few seconds later and your 
wireless network connection will 
have been automatically set up and 
you can watch streamed video on 
your PSP all around the home. 

The picture quality on the PSP is 
pretty good, although it can suffer 
from pixellation if you're too far away 
from the Base Station (the range is 
around 100 feet) or there's 
interference from another wireless 
signal. As with UMD movies, you can 
alter the PSP picture setting to 
normal, zoom or full screen. You can 
also switch between your two video 
sources. Best of all, thanks to the

Base Station's IR Blaster, you can 
control your video sources from the 
PSP via the on-screen remote. To set 
this up, just download the remote 
settings file via the PSP browser and 
select the relevant manufacturer 
and model type (eg Samsung DVD 
player). When activated, the remote 
control appears on the right of the 
screen, enabling you to change TV 
channels or navigate DVD menus 
etc. The great thing about this is 
that if you have an HDD or DVD 
recorder connected, you can set up 
recordings of programmes 
remotely — even from the other 
side of the world. 

Using LocationFree via the 
internet, known as NetAV, is just as 
simple. If your broadband router has 
UPnP (Universal Plug and Play), the 
setup process is automatic: all you 
have to do is click on a few on- 
screen browser buttons. By the way, 
you will need a router — a standard 
modem won't do unless it also has 
router functionality. You'll also need 
a high-speed broadband 
connection: a minimum 300Kbps 
upload speed is recommended. 
Note that upload speed is usually a 
fraction of the download speed 
quoted for broadband connections; 
for example, Telewest's 4Mb service 
has an upload speed of 384Kbps. 
So you may need to check with your 
ISP to ensure it's fast enough. 

Once NetAV is set up, you can go 
out and access LocationFree via any 
WiFi hotspot (eg in a bar or airport), 
as long as it offers at least 300Kbps 
download speed. Note that you may 
have to pay a fee or subscription to 
use hotspots. LocationFree will 
automatically adjust the video bit 
rate according to available 
bandwidth to ensure optimum 
picture quality. It also does clever 
behind-the-scenes stuff such as 
using a free Dynamic DNS (Domain 
Name Server) service to ensure 
that changes to your global IP 
don't prevent connection to the 
Base Station. 

Overall, LocationFree is an easy- 
to-use system that is sure to appeal 
to frequent travellers. The original 
intended price of £350 was a bit 
steep, but thankfully Sony has 
reduced it to a more reasonable 
£230 - and we've already seen it on 
sale for a penny under £200. That's 
still a bit more expensive than the rival 
Slingbox system, but then that won't 
work with the PSP, nor does it offer 
wireless viewing within the home. So if 
you want to watch TV on your PSP, 
LocationFree is the way to go.

Although the latest v2.70 and v2.71 PSP firmware doesn't permit you to play 
standard homebrew, it can run Macromedia Flash games and applications. Lack 
of speed and internal memory mean these are unlikely to rival some of the more 
complex traditional homebrew games and emulators, but you can still have 


some fun. 


As well as playing Flash games on websites via the Web Browser, you can install 
most of them on your memory stick for offline play. To do this, just put the game 
file (or folder) to the root of your memory stick and then direct the PSP's Web 
browser to it (ie file://gamename.swf). Alternatively, you can use a special PC or 
Mac auto-installer program available from homebrew sites.
